To support projects that reduce GHGs and
provide co-benefits such as enhancing fish and
wildlife habitat, protecting and improving water
quality and quantity, and helping California
adapt to climate change. The 14-15 Solicitation
was focused on GHG emission reduction
through restoration or enhancement of Delta
and coastal wetlands and mountain meadow
habitat. Each proposal submitted for
consideration must present a conceptual model
that describes how the proposed restoration or
enhancement activities are expected to result in
net GHG reductions. The conceptual model
should describe projected emissions and/or
sequestration of relevant GHGs (i.e., carbon
dioxide [CO2], methane [CH4], and nitrous
oxide [N2Q]) and how those are anticipated to
change over time following implementation of
the proposed project.

These brownfields grants may be used to
address sites contaminated by petroleum and
hazardous substances, pollutants, or
contaminants (including hazardous substances
co-mingled with petroleum).

The Partners Program provides technical and
financial assistance to private landowners and
Tribes who are willing to work with USFWS and
other partners on a voluntary basis to help meet
the habitat needs of Federal Trust Species.
Through voluntary agreements the Partners
program provides expert technical assistance
and cost-share incentives directly to private
landowners to restore fish and wildlife habitats.
The Partners Program can assist with projects
in all habitat types which conserve or restore
native vegetation, hydrology, and soils
associated with imperiled ecosystems such as
longleaf pine, bottomland hardwoods, marshes,
rivers and streams, or otherwise provide an
important habitat requisite for a rare, declining
or protected species.
